weaken and laiicr under the tremendous 
strain placed npcn ihcni. 

When Varsity had the ball on the Mc- 
GiH forty yard line with only ten mi- 
nutes to play, it appeared as if they 
would surely back them across. Nothing 
but the determination not to be beaten 
kept the McGill team from falling back 
arid only grit and ganieneiw allowed them 
to figlit in return.

Wins Most Decisively. 

In a listless game marred by many 
ifi-.ir.blcs by the visitors, Syracuse defeat- 
ed Brown by a score of 28 to 0. Costly 

fumbles were responsible for two of the 
Syracu.«e touchdowns, and the Orange 
itself failed to add anotlicr through a 

■iniiiar misplay. Brown lacked team- 
work, noticeably and displayed poor gen- 

raiship on both the offensive and de 

fensive. 

Syracu.sc's first touchdown' was made 
in the first few minutes of play, when 
the Brown ((uaiterback failed to lay 
brck far ohoiirIi on a kick and the ball 
scared over his head, .Syracuse recover- 
in on the 20-yard line. It was a matter 
of ju.sit a few niinucs before the Orange 
pushed over the goal line. Shortly after 
this, due to another fumble by Brown, 
Syracuse crossc<l the line again. 

In the second period Brown took a de- 
cided brace and kept, ^'Syracuse from 
scoring, holding like a stone wall at 
critical periods. The Brown line through 
out the game was staunch, and Syracuse 
was unable, except on rare occasions, to 
make any decisive gains. Most of the 
Syracuse advantage was on trick plays, 
forward passes and long end runs. 

In the third period Syracuse .scored 
two more tpuchdowns with goals, ajid 
in the la.st, with practically a fuB sub- 
stitute team they held the tired Brown 
plungers without mucli difficulty. 

The Orange goal line was never in 
danger throughout the game, though 
Brown made some long and threatening 
gains at intervals through the line. It 
was Brown's inability to hold the ball 
that gave Syracuse the easy victory. 
The teamwork of Syracuse was excel- 
lent and superior generailship and the 
ability to take advantage of iireaks had 
much to do with^c result.

Anybody going along Ontario St. 
East about the corner of Davidson 
St. on Saturday morning would have 
noticed à curious assemblage of men 
and women carrying hammers and 
notebooks, while an odd haversack 
was to be seen. Now these people, 
who were abroad jit .thei early hour 
of 9.30 a.m., were 'nbt strikers, as 
the employees bf-.tiie- Montreal Tram- 
ways at first tliSVfHtt'Vb'ut an cnthii- 
siastic crowd of geologi^tis' of the class 
23. . 

Half the class being present, Dr. 
Cooke apparently concluded that, all 
who were going to i:ome had come, 
and-that the best plan woujd be to 
proceed tip Davidson 'gti'^tb, a- point 
near the Angus shops,: wlicre' he de- 
livered a short lecture, 'on the dc. 
posits -along the shore '.of 'Siie 'Cham- 
plain Sea and the beaches which 
mark its ancient shore lines. • 

While going cast along Ontario St. 
one will notice a steep hill on the 
north side of the tramway. From On- 
tario St. to St. Catherine is a level 
piece of land which is followed by a 
lope which flattens out to the banks 
of the St. Lawrcnjcc. jjver. These 
evel plains are called terraces, and 
the steep slopes are beaches of the 
old Champlain Sea; the highest of 
these beaches is some six hundred 
feet above sea level, or just about the 
top of 'Mount Roy.il, showing that 
the broad fertile plain on either side 
of the St. Lawrence River was once 
covered by a long arm of the ocean. 
By tracing these sea beaches it has 
been shown that this sea once ex- 
tended along the edge of the Lauren- 
tians, far up the Ottawa and St. Law- 
rence Rivers, down around Lake 
Champlain and up along ithc Notre 
Dame St. 

The ffeposvts are chiefly claps at 
the bottom, changing to sands and 
gravels as wc follow the succession 
upwards. The clays are thinly bed- 
ded, very sticky and make a very 
good material for .the mauufaottire of 
brick. The clays arc thinly bedded, 
showing that they were -laid do\yn in 
still water or in a «ea and at- such a 
depth as not to oc affected by wave 
motion. In these thinly bedded clays 
ive find the shell of a small creature 
called Leda. Because that fossil is 
so characteristic of the clays, they 
are called the Leda clay. The créa 
ture Leda can live only in freezing 
water, «0 that we know that the wat- 
ers must have filled by floating ice 
much as is the Arctic Ocean at the 
present time. As tbesc conditions 
prevailed at the close of the -glacial 
period we are led to believe that hte 
clays were laid down shortly after 
or during the retreat of the Labrador 
glacier.. 

The sands arc not to be found in 
the area visited, but are well exposed 
on the college grounds, and at the 
tunnel portal behind the mouptain 
The sands are characterized by the 
shell of the creature Saxicava, and 
the sands are called - the, .Saxicava 
Sand. 

Leaving the old sea beach the class 
proceeded through the Angus Shops 
to the Tinguite quarries beyond. Tin 
guile is a prophyritic rock containing 
phenecrysls of ncphcline, feldspar, 
horneblendc and pcroxene. In addi 
tion it contains a number of radio 
active minerals, and the rock itself is 
the most radioactive around Mount 
Royal. The ncphcline may lie rccog 
nised as ■small hexagons, whitish in 
color. The horneblende and pcrox- 
ene are dark in colour, the former oc- 
curring in long black lath.likc crys- 
tals, and the latter, in short post- 
lick individuals. 

The tinguite occurs as a sheet be- 
tween the beds of Trenton limestone 
that is it wa? injected in molten con- 
dition between the limestone beds, 
which in several localities were seen 
both above and below the tinguite. 

The method of intrtision was clear- 
ly shown in the quarry last visited. 
This quarry is about fifty feet deep. 
Extending around the top is a mas- 
sive light coloured rock about ten 
feet thick, and in places covered by

drift and limestone. Cuttmg through 
the beds of limestone from the bottom 
of- the quarry up\to tinguite sheet is 
a light coloured rock identical to the 
tinguite of the sheet. The rock is a 
dyke or perhaps , a pipe of tinguite, 
which at the time of intrusian has 
acted 35 a feeder to -supply molten 
rock to the sheet. Near ths pipe the 
limestone is badly brecciatcd and the 
beds are bent upwards or in the ^di- 
rection of the nievement of the intru- 
sive ma;3s of>^^iigHite. The tinguite 
pipe at the .time oPmtruson followed 
along the joint plains until it came 
to a bedding plain where it was eas- 
ier to spread out into a sheet and 
life the overlying bed than it was to 
break across the beds. - 

Some few stayed looking for fos- 
sils and evidence of organic life dur- 
ing the deposition of the limestone, 
but many departed to prepare for the 
McGll-'Varsity game.

Here Anderson's strategy 
asserted itself, and with the Blue and 
White line intent on stopping their 
opponents from getting down under 
a punt, quickly called for a drop kick, 
which Flanagan proceeded to execute' 
with precision and despatch, bring- 
ing the McGill score to four, with a 
large gloomy goose egg staring 'Var- 
sity in the face. 

. Third Quarter. 
From 'the beginning of the second 
half 'Var.?ity .seemed to take on a 
new lease of life. The line was work- 
ing with more smoothness, the backs 
were getting away more and the out- 
side wings were stopping plays with 
deadlier tackles. This improvement 
on the part of the Toronto aggrega 
gation seemed to have a dispai^aging 
effect on the whole McGill team, and 
a decided "Varsity advantajge was no- 
ticed. Snyder was now booting SO 
and 60 yards, and the McGill efforts 
in retaliation seemed feeble in com- 
parison. McGill were cracking and 
'Varsity keeping them on the run, 
booted on every down, and when the 
teams changed over for the final per 
iod, Snyder had forced Anderson and 
Philpotts to bow to his prowess, and 
hand over the spoils in the shape of 
two points to their conqueror. 
Fourth Quarter. 
With the steady progress of the 
Blue and White and with McGill los- 
ing ground through injuries to regu- 
lar players, and weakness of substi- 
tutes, things looked black indeed as 
the two teams went to the mat in the 
final death struggle. Snyder, the out- 
standing man on the field, was getting 
even greater distance, he was getting 
away to runs of Hen "^iidfifte'cir yards 
on each catch, his ability to do the 
niarvellous at critical moments was 
almost heart- breaking. Twice he 
kicked to McGill's dead line, and 
twice Anderson was forced after vali- 
ant efforts to concede rouge."!! 

.\nd with the score tied and Varsity 
playing supcr-fobtball. Flanagan was 
knocked out. Game to the core, this 
player, just out of the hospital, gave 
until he had nothing left, and he was 
carried off the field. This was Jhe 
last straw, and every loyal supiporter 
settled down grimly to wait for dc, 
feat. But from the side line emerged 
Î bare headed warrior, sent in to re 
')lace the injured star. No sooner 
had this substitute put in an appear 
ancc .than , the. team took -a decided 
brace. Dink Carroll; holding the 
bridge like Horaiius in the brave days 
of old, turiied the time of defeat, and 
with brilliant catchcs^and rààrvcllbUS 
Kicking in the most critical' moments 
if I he game, drove -the enemy back 
vard by yard, saved the game for Mc 
Gill, and established himself as a 
■ilayer of rare ability. The .sound of 
the whi.stle v.'as drowned by the spec 
tator?' acclaiiii of Carroll, who saved 
the day and - proved himself one of 
the , shimng.v. lights, in .the greatest 
ganic ' in ^Inter-GolIcg)atc• .history.

Amaron of the Student Christian Asso- 
ciation outlined very briefly the increase 
ir. interest in this organization in the last 
two years.

He described his first attendance two 
years ago to a meeting of 15 members 
to one last week at St. Anne de Belle- 
vue of 70.

The sermon, by Dr. Pidgcon, followed 
by a hymn closed the sen,'ice. Dr. Pid- 
geon took his text from both, the 1st 
Epifitle of Peter, 21st\-criïc of'2nd Chap, 
and Matthew 16— 24; .Dr. Pidgcon em- 
phaciicd that mankind^lhould" 'frenounce 
self as the 'focal poiiit of his own inter- 
est and the object of his activity, and, 
with tJic old self-life crucified, let him 
follow Christ in his ministry to others". 
He iilso stated that there was . a tendency 
to adhere too strictly, to pasf views that 
instead we should, if necessary, change 
their form to meet, the newly required 
needs. All to the same purpose but a 
different method of application. 

He continued 'by sa>-ing that that alone 
v,as not Christianity however. He said 
that Christianity is "far deeper and rich- 
er, it is an experience, a spint, an attit- 
ude; it is a rclalkinship with God first 
and a relationship with man as a result 
of it". Mankind is to be saved only by 
the best accepting the consequences of 
the mistakes oi: their brethren." He cm- 
phacizcd that mankind should fake and
